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OBESE AXD XUBKET8. 

During a convivial party at tho Carl- 
ton House, Mr. Hanger designedly in- 
troduced the nubjcot of the traveling 
powers of the turkey and the goose, and 
declared that the turkey would outstrip 
tho goose. The Prince of Wales, xho 
placed great roliance on hia judgment in 
subjects of this nature, backed his opin- 
ion. A match was made with Mr. 
Berkley of twenty turkeys against 
twenty geeso, for a distanco of ten miles* 
the race to be for £500 ; and, as Mr. 
Hanger and the turkey party hesitated 
not to lay two to one iu favor of their 
birds, the Prince did the same to a con- 
siderable amount, not in tho least sus- 
pecting that the whole was a deep-laid 
plan to extract a sum of money from his 
pockets. The Prince deputed Mr. 
Hanger to select twenty of the most 
wholesome and high-feathered birds 
which could be procured, and, on the 
day appointed, ho and his party of tur- 
keyB, and Mr. Berkley aud his party of 
geese, set oil" to decide the match. For 
tho tirst three hours every thing beamed 
to indicate that tho turkeys would be 
tho winners, as they were then two miles 
in advance of the geese ; but, as night 
came on, tho turkeys began to stretch 
out their necks toward the branches of 
the trees which lined tho sides of the 
road. In vain the Prince attempted to 
urgo them on with his pole, to which a 
bit of red cloth was attached ; in vain 
Mr. Hanger dislodgod one from its 
roosting-place only to see three or (our 
others comfortably perching among the 
branches ; in vuin was Ihe barley strewn 
upon tho road, in tue meantime the 
geese came waddling on, and in a short 
time passed the: turkeys, whose party 
were all busy among the trees attempt- 
ing to dislodge the birds, but further 
progress was found impossible and the 
geeso were declared the winners. — Life 
of George IV.—Pervy Fitzgerald.

TlfFVoLUN^EEil FORCE. 

Our columns have lately recorded 
tho annual inspections of volunteers as 
well as tho various prize competitions 
in which they have taken part, both 
with the ride and with heavy artillery, 
and we naturally compare our methods 
with those pursued in the Mother 
Country, and in. the eastern provincea 
of our own Dominion. If we follow 
the volunteer history of 18S1 in Eng- 
land wo find the Queen herself re- 
viewing GG,000 of her armed and train- 
ed citizen soldiery iu Windsor Park, 
and again in a furious rain storm, tak- 
ing her part with her. 40,000 gallant 
Scotchmen in tho review at Edinburgh 
— whilst Lord Lorn inspected the vol- 
unteers of the eastern maritime pro- 
vinces of Canada on Dominion Day at 
Sussex, N. B., where contingents from 
P. E. Island and Nova Scotia joined 
the New Brunswickers, travelling '200 
miles all night to nianujvre together 
before the governor-general all that hot 
July day, and roturning the following 
night ready to resume their ordinary 
occupations the next morning. We 
hore seem, on tho contrary, to hide 
away our volunteers too much, Our 
parades, instead of being held in public 
and in tho full light of day take place 
in a dingy shed after dark and ! [at a 
time of year when the weather is unfa- 
vorable to a large gathering of specta- 
tors. It is fashionable to sneer at " furs 
and feathers," but there is no doubt 
that " the pomp and circumstance of 
glorious war " go far to make the mili- 
tary professionattractiveand we should 
much like occasionally to hear the 
sound of martial music in our streets 
and to see and hear the " measured 
tread of armed men." Why we are 
denied the spectacle we know not; no 
doubt there i3 good reason for it, pro- 
bably those in authority may object to 
the display, or our volunteers them- 
selves may be bashful about appearing 
in public in uniform. We do not 
think tho colonel in command need bo 
in any way fearful that a public par- 
ado would discredit Lis force. In fact, 
his addresses to the several corps at the 
inspections show that he hold the con- 
trary view, and as for any shyness on the 
part of the men themselves, the 
public who know them all, know what 
thoir chances have been of' learning 
their work, and are ready to make any 
reaBonablo allowance; recognizing, as 
all must do, that the volunteers have 
undertaken a serious and important 
public duty — a duty which if not un- 
dertaken by volunteers would devolve 
on every man now in theconirnunity, a 
duty far exceeding that which the 
English volunteers may be called on to 
perform, for although they, like our 
own volunteers, are organized to pro- 
tect the country against a foreign in- 
vader, our force exists as a solid and 
substantial backing to the civil power, 
and in this capacity should have tho 
hearty sympathy of all law-abiding and 
law-respecting citizens. But, beyond 
the parades, which show the numerical 
strength and discipline as well as drill 
of the volunteers, the trials of skill in 
tho use of their -weapons form an op- 
portunity both for affording encourage- 
ment to practice and rewarding the 
successful by public recognition. This 
community has never been backward 
in contributing to prize lists for rifle 
matches, and tho prizes are competed 
for, and occasionally the list of names 
is published in our columns. But 
more than this is wanted. One of the 
great days of tho fashionable London 
season is that on which tho prizes won 
at Wimbledon are presented to the suc- 
cessful- conapetitors, and generally, by 
one of the princesses of the lloyal 
Family. ' This year the Princess of 
Wales undertook the graceful duty, 
and added in a marked degree to the 
value of the prizes won by her sympa- 
thetic ' words and manner; and the 
honor to a rifleman of being called out 
in front of his comrades to receive his 
prize from a royal lady's hands gives a 
chivalrous association to the competi- 
tion; while the mere shooting and 
carrying off a prize without any cere- 
mony gives a "pot-hunting" turn to 
the affair, and men are apt to study 
more tho material value of tho articles 
rather than the conditions under which 
it was obtained. We commend these 
views to those who may have charge of 
our rifle matches, and strongly hold 
that if a public ceremony were arrang- 
ed for, and the ladies of the communi- 
ty would take part, much more interest 
would be excited in the prize meetings 
and if, as is often stated, the rifle asso- 
ciation is the recruiting sergeant of the 
volunteer force, the increase of interest 
iu it would tend to increase the popu- 
larity and thus the efficiency of the 
force. Every local rille association, 
and indeod, almost every volunteer 
regiment, follows the plan referred to 
above, and arranges for a public dis- 
play at tho prize presentation, and the 
leading inhabitants, taking a prominent 
part in these celebrations. .In another 
column is published the address of Sir 
Stakkoud Nortiicotk at the prize dis- 
tribution to the 1st Devon ritle volun- 
teers. When the leader of the Conser- 
vative opposition in the House of Com 
uion8 came forward in the midst of the 
activa political campaign in which he 
is now engaged and found time to de- 
liver prizeB and an address to a local 
battalion, we may well ask whether 
our leading men in the commercial and 
professional world could not (and 
would not if asked) take an equally 
active part in the encouragement of 
our constitutional force 1 We publish 
Sir S. Nortucote's speech to-day ; but 
it contains so much food for thought, 
and the ideas in it might so well be 
applied in tho direction of increased 
efficiency, that wo Have remarks on it 
for another article.

CHINA. 

The Novoe Krunia says the Chinese 
intend to extensively fortify the west- 
ern frontier of Kuldja when they oc- 
cupy that district next spring, . and 
transfer 80,000 families from Kash- 
garia to replace those who emigrated 
to Russia. 

There have been two Musselman re- 
volts in the last four months against 
the Chinese garrisons at Yang Hussar. 
Two hundred Chinese were massacred, 
and 400 rebels wore subsequently lie 
headed. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Dec. d. — Palsey 
McNamara, an ox convict, attempted 
to burglarize a drug store of a babal- 
donoat the corner of Stockton and Pa 
cific strcots, entering through the win- 
dow. The clerk, Paul Eebnir, who 
slept in the rear of the store, woke and 
seizing a revolver approached tho burg, 
lar. McNamara rushed at the clerk to 
grapple with him when Febnir fired 
three shots in rapid succession. After 
several shots McNamara cried, " I've 
got enough" and fell, dying in a few 
moments. One shot shattered his hand 
and another entered his breast. Eebnir 
surrendered himself and was released 
on his own recognizance. 

San Rapeal, Dec. 5. — Yesterday af- 
ternoon David Ennis and Peter Bar- 
rows of this place were out in a boat 
duck shooting six miles from San Ra 
fael. Ennis was rowing, being his turn 
at the oars, to warm up. In exchang- 
ing positions he stumbled, causing the 
the boat to upset. Ennis managed to 
reach the shore but Barrows was drown- 
ed. The body lias not been recovered. 

San Francisco, Dec. 4 — Appropriate 
service and ceremonies were held by var- 
ious subordinate lodges of Oddfellows 
within this jurisdiction this afternoon 
at tho Grand Opera house in respect to 
the memory of Luke, grand secretary 
of the order in tho United States, 
James L. Rigley and others. Eexer- 
cises fitting resolutions were adopted. 
The attendance was very large and 
the services were beautiful and im- 
pressive. 

At 9-30 this morning the new board 
of supervisors met, Mayor Blake pre- 
siding, and organized and appointed 
committees and electod J. B. F. Adams 
Geo. L. Smith and M. Sloss fire com- 
missioners and indefinitely postponed 
the matter of tho olection of David 
McCluro to collect taxes due from tho 
Spring Valley Co. on a commission of 
S'20,000. Immediately after they ad- 
journed that portion of the old board 
known as tho "immortal eight" filed in- 
to the chamber, Mayor Kalloch taking 
the chair and proceeded to elect Mc- 
Cluro, and also issued certificates to V. 
V. Sicbana and John Mason as fire 
commissioners. What will be the re- 
sult of this action remains to bo shown, 
notwithstanding threats of contest. 
Ex-sheriff Deamoud this morning sur- 
rendered office to sheriff elect Sedgwick. 
All city offices were transferred to 
officers elect without contest in any 
case except those of supervisors.

Kinsman continued at some 
length. 

His Worship here made another at- 
tonipt to put a stop to such irregular pro- 
ceedings, but without success. He would 
leave the chair if tho discussion was not 
discontinued. . 

Coun. Boyd remarked that a motion 
had been moved and seconded that Coun. 
McLean be asked by Ibis Council to prove 
his assertions.

QUEEN VS. FltANK .ION EH. 

The indictment charged the prisoner 
with firing at one Robt. Pollock with in- 
tent to murder. Other counts charged 
prisoner with tiring with intent to wound, 
A:c. Tho occurrence took place at Yale 
last summer. It appeared there was 
some trouble between the parties, the 
p rise nor having made improper allega- 
tions about Mrs. Pollock. He went to 
Bollock's house, some words ensiled, when 
Jones drew a pistol and tired several 
times, wounding Mrs. Pollock in the arm; 
he then attempted to shoot Pollock, when 
the pistol missed firo, and both clinched; 
a aovero struggle onsuod, in which Jones 
usod tho butt ond of tho pistol pretty 
freely. They were finally separated, Pol- 
lock being severely injured in tho fight. 
After a patient trial, which lasted the en- 
tire day, the jury retired and found pris- 
oner guilty of tiring with intent to mur- 
der, with a recommendation to mercy. 
Mr. Harrison prosecuted; Mr. Drake and 
Mr. MacElmen defended. 

Monda v. 

RKCIIN'A , s, JOHN MCKAY. 
Tho offence charged with assault on 
one Mary Agnes, an Indian woman, with 
intent to ravish. Tho jury found him 
guilty. Mr. Harrison and Mr. Hole pro- 
secuted. 

REOINA VS. a. OWENS. 

The prisoner was charged with wound- 
ing, with intent to murder, in July last, at 
Burrard Inlet. The evidence of the pro- 
secution went to show that the prisoner 
went to prosuoutor's house, and tried to 
take liberties with his wife; she assisted 
her husband in putting him out, when 
prisoner turned on both and stabbed them 
severely. No witnesses wore called for 
tho defense. Mr. Bide addressed tho jury 
at great length, pointing out tho defects 
in tho case fur tho Crown. Mr. Harrison 
summed up, and Ilia Lordship delivered 
an exhaustive address. After a short ab- 
sence the juiy found a verdict, on the 
10th Section, fur the lesser ollence of 
wounding with intent. 

TUB yUKEN Vs. All SUE. 

The prisoner stands charged with the 
wilful murder of one Ah Sick, at Yale, on 
the 14th July last. Mr. Bole applied to 
the Court for a postponement of tho trial 
to the next Assizes, and read a long alli- 
davitfrom prisoner, showing material and 
necessary witnesses were absent. Mr. 
Harrison and Mr. Drake opposed, and 
read affidavits in reply. After recess, I lis 
Lordship said, on full consideration, ho 
would grant application. The case was 
accordingly postponed. 

RF.tllNA VS. ANDREW S.M1TU. 

This ease was for assault and wounding 
one Samuel Uroor at Chilliwhack on 23rd 
August last. Mr. Harrison and Mr. 
Bole prosecuted; Mr. Drake and Mr. Cor- 
bould defended. Mr. Harrison opened 
tho case for tho Crown. 

Samuel Greer deposed that, on tho day 
in question, he went to Smith's house for 
a cow which had been illegally sold in last 
January under a cla m for taxes, and, on 
attempting to take her away, Smith who 
got the cow from Cawley struck (Ireer 
with a stick and broke his nose. Othnr 
witnesses deposed to the same facts. 

The defense was that Greer was a tres- 
passer and no unnecessary violence was 
used; that Greer, in fact, provoked the 
assault, which thoy thought justified. 

Tho case was carried on till 5 o'clock 
yesterday evening, when Court adjourned 
until 10 this morning.

Loudon Times. Oct 3Ut. 

Sir Stafford Northcoto, who was 
loudly cheered, said ho rejoiced to think 
that rifle-shooting had now tnkon its 
place among popular sports. In his 
younger days littlo or nothing was 
thought or known of marksmen; inter- 
est had long been taken in cricke t 
matches mid boat races, but tho very 
great interest which had grown up in 
competitions for rifle prize shooting 
was a new feature in the present day, 
and one of a highly satisfactory char- 
acter, lie remembered well when, a 
few uvuths ago, he had the honor of 
being present at Wimbledon and seeing 
the Princess of Wales distribute the 
prizes gained there, how large and how 
interested was the company, and he re- 
membered how proud Devonshire men 
were when they saw that of the prizes 
so distributed their own county car 
rietl off no mean proportion, including 
the Queen's Prize, and the China Vase. 
Ho could have wished to have seen the 
China Vase there that evening, but the 
citizens know where to find it, and he 
hoped it would for many years be 
found in the same place. It was a 
most satisfactory thing that so much 
interest was growing up in rifle-shoot 
ing. In old days, when the English 
archers held a conspicuous place among 
the archers of the world, the greatest 
pains were taken by Parliament, by 
Government, and ho might even add 
by the Church, to promote the practice 
of that excellent art. While in Scot- 
land, he read through some old statutes 
relating to golf, and he found that in- 
stead of encouraging tho game, as ho 
had expected, they prohibited it be- 
cause it interfered with the much more 
national exercise of archery. English 
statutes also showed that the greatest 
pains were taken by the Legislature to 
encourage and enforce the practice of 
archery; and, whereas in our day the 
Chancellor of tho Exchequer endeavor- 
ed to derive a little revenuo by laying 
a tax upon guns, in oldeu times the 
thing was done in exactly tho opposite 
way — taxes were imposed on those who 
had no bows, every man who had not a 
bow of his own height being compelled 
to pay a fine to the king's exchequer. 
The duty of practising the art, which 
raised English yeomen to such a height 
of credit among the nations of Europe, 
was also enforced from the pulpit, 
among others by Bishop Latimer, whose 
sermons contained a great deal of in- 
teresting matter with regard to tho 
ways and manners of our forefathers. 
"Tho art of shooting," ho said, "is a 
giftcf God, that He has given us to ex- 
coll all other nations with." Sir Staf- 
ford compared tho modern rifle with 
the clumsy musket of Queen Elizabeth's 
time, greatly amusing his audience by 
describing the method in which the an- 
cient weapon was used. He hoped 
Englishmen of tho present day would 
try and make themselves as good hands 
with the rifle as their ancestors were 
with the bow and arrow. But he would 
remind them of the reason to which 
the English archers attributed their 
victories. In all the records they 
would find this phrase, — "The English 
archers shot so wholly together that 
the enemy could not stand before 
them." So to-day it was not merely 
the skill of tho individual, but organiz- 
ation that constituted the strength of 
tho Volunteer Force. Out of the little 
seed sown in 1853 there had grown 
that great army of upwards of 200,000 
enrolled Volunteers, of whom upwards 
of 19S,000 were reckoned as efficient. 
The massing of the 50,000 men review- 
ed by the Queen at Windsor was so 
remarkable that he himself heard sev- 
eral foreigners say they would not be- 
lieve those men were merely Volun- 
teers, but were quite certain they must 
belong to fhe Regular Army. Again, 
look at the endurance of the 40,000 
men who assembled under the colors at 
Edinburgh amid storms of rain, sleet 
and wind, such as would baffle almost 
any army in the world. These wero 
things tho country might regard with 
pride and satisfaction. He looked up- 
on this Volunteer organization as one 
great material element in the military 
strength of this country. England 
stood in a very peculiar position with 
regard to her military strength. She 
had on the one hand an extremely 
large empire to defend. It was neces- 
sary for her to diffuse her forces over 
three-quarters of the globe. On the 
ether hand, it was the boast and pride 



of England that she depended not up- 
on conscription, not upon impressment, 
but upon voluntary service, and it was 
in consequence of the combination o£ 
these t wo circumstances that difficulties 
pressed upon us. We had to provide a 
large army, but we had to rely upon 
voluntary' efforts. These difficulties 
had been solved by the happy combina- 
tion of an Army Reserve at home and 
the great Volunteer Force which had 
sp ung into existence by its side. How- 
ever wo might bo able to deal with 
army service in foreign parts, we saw 
that we had accomplished the great ob- 
ject of raising a home forco which ren- 
dered us absolutely unassailable and 
perfectly secure at home, and it rested 
with the people of England to do jus- 
tice and to encourage the gallantry and 
the self-devotion of our Volunteers, to 
call forth on the part of those Volun- 
teers corresponding efforts and sacri- 
fices. (Loud cheers.) 

A Walnut j"v7ood [Famine. 

Canadian and American papers aro full 
of complaints of tho scarcity of walnut 
wood, and fears aro expressed that the 
stock of this valuable trco is being rapidly 
exhausted. At one time, says tho Colonies 
undjnilin, tho province of Ontario, then 
known as "Canada West," produced an 
abundance of walnut of fino quality, but 
now yields littlo or none. In tho United 
States, Indiana has been looked upon as 
the " Walnut State," but tho supply is 
not now equal to the'fdemand and/luni- 
berers are at their wits' end to meet tho 
requirements of tho furnituro manufac- 
turers in tho States. Tho threatened 
walnut famine is only another proof of 
tho recklessness with which timber i3 de- 
stroyed, not only in America, but in all 
now countries. Tho needs of tho present 
moment are gratified, but no care is taken 
for the requirements of the future The 
planting of young trees as old ones aro 
cut down ia seldom systematically carried 
out, and the consequence ia that 
tho supply is gradually exhausted. 
Nor dees the evil ond hero. As wo 
have frequently pointed out, tho whole 
climate of a country may bo altored by 
the clearing of forests and its fortility 
seriously affected if tho samo proportion 
of forest land to open country ia not 
maintained. There is not a colony how- 
ever large, and howevor abundant its na- 
tural supply of timber, which can afford 
to go on felling and burning without 
planting. Tho recent experience of Mau- 
ritius and tho example whhh that colony 
is setting should bo taken to heart by 
every other colony. — Gardeners' Chronicle.
